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S.O. 3478.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
15 of the Pensions Act, 1871 (23 of 1871). the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby makes the following rules, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be 
called the Payment of Arrears of Pension (Nomination! 
Rules, 1983. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Application.—These rules shall apply to the Central 
Government pensioners who are in receipt of any pension 
under the rules which govern such pensioners and which is 
payable by the Government out of the Consolidated Fund of 
India, 

3. Definitions—In these rules, unless there i s anything 
repugnant in the subject or context,— 

(a - ) “Act" means the Pensions Act, 1871 (23 of 1871); 

(b) “Form" means a Form appended to the rules ; 

(c) "nomination” means nomniation made under these 
rules; 

(d) “pension disbursing authority” means the authority 
through whom pension is drawn and includes— 

(i) branch of a nominated public sector bank, or 

(ii) treasury including sub-treasury, or 

(iii) Accounts Officer. 

4. Nominee of pensioner to receive arrears of pension.— 
Any pensioner to whom any pension is payable by the Gov¬ 
ernment out of tbe consolidated Fund of India may nominate 
any other person (hereinafter referred to as the nominee) 
in accordance with the provisions of rule 5 who shall 
receive, after the death of the pensioner all moneys payable 
to the pensioner on account of such pension on, before or 
after the date of such nomination and which remain imme¬ 
diately before the death of the pensioner. 

5. Nominations.—(1) Every pensioner who has retired on 
or before the date of commencemtnt of these rules shall 
within six months nominate any person for the purpose of 
rule 4 in Form 'A' and submit it, in triplicate, by personal 
service after taking receipt or by sending through registered 
post acknowledgement due to the respective Pension Dis¬ 
bursing Authority through w'hom pension is drawn. 

(2) Within thirty days of the receipt of nomination in 
Form ‘A’ as referred to In sub-rule (1), the Pension Dis¬ 
bursing Authority shall get the particulars of the pensioner, 
as mentioned in Form ’A’, verify with reference to the avail¬ 
able records and return to the pensioner, after obtaining a 
receipt thereof, the duplicate copy of the nomination in. 
Form ‘A’ duly attested by hint or an officer authorised bv 
him in this behalf. The triplicate copy shall bo sent to the 
Accounts Officer of the Department from where the pensioner 
had retired while the original copy of the nomination shall 
be recorded. 


(3) Every employee who is due to retire after the date 
of commencement of these rules shall, submit the nomina¬ 
tion, in triplicate, in Form ‘A’ to the Head of Office of the 
Department from where he is retiring within three months 
before or after the date of retirement. 

(4) Within thirty days of the receipt of the nomination in 
Form ‘A’, under sub-rule (3). the Head of Office shall get 
the particulars of the pensioner, as mentioned in Form ‘A' 
verify with reference to the records of the estabilshnicnt and 
return to the pensioner, after obtaining the receipt thereof, a 
duplicate copy of the nomination in Form ‘A’, duly attested 
by him or by an officer authorised by him in this behalf. 
The triplicate copy didyi accepted shall be sent to the 
Accounts Officer, who shall pass it on to the Pension Dis¬ 
bursing Authority alongwith the Pension Paymenr Order. If 
tbe Pension Payment Order ha s already been issued in a 
particular case, the nomination shall be sent separately quot¬ 
ing PPO a number and other particulars of the pensioner to 
enable the Pension Disbursing Authority to link it up with 
the PPO. 

(5) A notice of modification of nomination including cases 
where a nominee pre-deceases the pensioner shall be sub¬ 
mitted in triplicate in Form ‘B’ to the Pension Disbursing 
Authority in the manner specified in sub-rule (1) and there¬ 
after the provisions of sub-rule (2) shall apply mutatis- 
mutandis with modification as if it was made under sub- 
rule (1). 

(6) A nomination or a fresh nomination or a notice of 
modification of nomination shall be siged by the pensioner 
or, if he is illiterate, shall bear his thumb impression given 
in the presence of two witnesses who shall also sign a de¬ 
claration to that effect in the nomination, fresh nomination 
or notice of modification of nomination, as the case may be. 

(7) Nomination, fresh nomination or notice of modifica¬ 
tion of nomination shall take effect from the date of receipt 
thereof by the Pension Disbursing Authority or the Head 
of Office, as the cash may be. 

6. Accepted nomination to be conclusive proof.—A nomi¬ 
nation made under rule 5 and accepted bv the Pension Dis¬ 
bursing Authority or the Head of Office, shall be a conclu¬ 
sive proof with regard to the person nominated to receive 
arrears of pension of the pensioner under these rules.

“Whether the action of the management of Bank of 
Baroda. 3-B, Carnap. St.. Calcutta in not giving ihe 
rise oi Rs. 65 per month to Shri Ram Dayal Dubev 
on his promotion from sub-stall to Uouown Keener 
in accordance with the agreement dated 3-10-78 as 
given to the sub-statf promoted subsequently is 
justified? If not, to what relief is the concerned 
wo liana n entitled and from what date?’’ 

2. The facts in brief are this : The concerned workman 
named Ram Dayal Dubey was appointed in the service of 
the Bank of Baroda in subordinate cadre in the year 1954. 
He was promoted to the clerical cadre in December 1970 
(to the post of Godown Keeper). After promotion to the 
clerical cadre in 197C his salary and allowances were fixed 
in terms of the Bipartite Settlement which he immediately 
accepted. On 3rd October, 1978 there was an agreement; 
between All India Bank of Baroda Employees Federation on 
the one side and the Bank of Baroda on the other. The 
agreement is Ext. M-l. This agreement was admittedly 
applicable only to those promotees from sub-staff to clerical 
cadre who got promotion in the year 1972 and onwards. The 
concerned workman Ram Dayal Dubey who had been pro¬ 
moted in the year 1970 claimed benefit under this agree¬ 
ment. The argument of the bank is that since Ram Daval 
Dubey was promoted in the year 1970 the provisions of the 
said agreement are not applicable to him and he i s not en¬ 
titled to any benefit as claimed by him. I think the argu¬ 
ment is sound. Clauses 11.1 and 12.3 of the'said agreement 
which are relevant on the issue involved in the present case 
are as under : 


cerned workman naqjgly Ram Dayal Dubey. -He however 
vehemently contended on that day that the benefit ought to 
be given to the concerned workman on the basis of social 
justice. This Industrial court pointed out to him that the 
Presiding Officer cannot go beyond the ■ terms of reference. 
Then Sri R(jy took time to cite some case, if any. He did) 
not appear on 26th July. 1986 which was a date fixed for 
hearing of the case. _ The case was then adjourned to 27th 
of July, 1983. On that day also Shri Roy did not appear. 
The management was present. However, the 'concerned work¬ 
man Ram Dayal Dubey was present and he prayed for time. 
At his request time was granted and the -case was fixed for 
1st August. 1983. On that dav also none appeared on be¬ 
half of the Union, Sri L. N. Basak. Personnel Officer of 
the Bank was present. In the circumstances the manage¬ 
ment was heard ex-parte. 

4. For the foregoing reasons my concluded award is that 
the action of the management of Bank of Baroda, 3B, Camac 
Street, Calcutta in not giviny the rise of Rs. 65 per month 
to the concerned workman Ram Daval Dubev on his pro¬ 
motion from sub-staff to Godown Keeper in accordance with 
the agreement dated 3rd October 1978 as given to the sub¬ 
staff promoted subsequently Is fully justified. It follows that 
the concrneed workman Ram Dayal Dubev i s not entitled to 
any relief.

There shall be no pay¬ 
ment of arrears for the period prior to 1st Decem¬ 
ber, 1977.” 

On a perusal of the above it is quite clear that the benefit 
of this agreement has been given only to promotees of 1972 
and onwjtrds and not to an y proruotee before 1972. The 
management’s action,, therefore, in not giving the rise of 
Rs. 65 to Ram Dayal Dubev on his promotion in 1970 must 
.he held to be proper and justified. 

3. Before parting with this case I would like to mention 
that when this case was taken up on 10th of June, 1983 
for hearing Mr. L. N. Basak. the Personnel Officer appear¬ 
ing for the management and Sri D. P. Rov. President of 
the Union appearing for the workman were heard Sri D. P. 
Rov fully realised arid also, conceded (hat the above agree¬ 
ment, Ext. M-l of the year 1978, -did not apply to the con¬

The Government of India. Ministry of Labour bv their 
Order No. L-19012(4O) /81. D. IV(B) dated 21 December 
1981 sent the dispute a s to “Whether the action of the Agent, 
Seetalpur Colliery of M/s. Eastern Coalfields limited in 
superannuating Sri A. K. Chatterjee with effect from 
27-6-81 is justified ? If not. to what relief is the workman 
entitled ?”, for adjudication to this Tribunal. 


This is a reference under section 10(1 ) read with 
section 2A of the Industrial Disputes Act 1947. Sri A. K. 
Chatterjee. a clerk, was superannuated .with effect from 27 
nine 1981 He raised the present dispute by letter dated 
Ami! 1981 (Ext. W.7)-before the Assistant Labour Com¬ 
missioner (C), Asansol. (hat is. about 2 months earlier of 
his termination of service.

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3, From tiro terms of reference it is clear that the main 
issue involved in this case is as to what is Hie correct year 
oi uirtn 01 on A. re, cmaiuajoe. ine case or ihc colliery 
management is that he was born in 192(1 wheieas the case 
ot me concerned workman Is that his dale of birth is 13 
JNovcmOer 1923, Admittedly ipc ace oi superannuation is 
60 years. It is not disputed that if he was born in 15120, 
he will have no case, Both sines have adduced evidence oral 
and documentary and the question is which version is 
correct. In my upimon tne managements version is 
correct. In the B form register (Ext, M-3) of Sodcpur 
sub-area as well as in the B form register (Ext. M-5) of 
Sitaipur colliery hi s date of birth is 1920. The relevant 
entry in each of these registers has been signed bv the 
concerned workman A- K. Chatterjee. 1 hi £ means that 
when the colheiy was taken over he accepted 'he age 
mentioned in these registers. Kq lie cannot go back unon 
it. In the LPC of 19/9 (last pay certificate) Ext. M-4 also 
his date of birth is 1920. This LPC was brought by him 
when he was transferred from Sodcmir Sub-area to Scetalmir 
colliery. These registers and LPC have been proved bv 
MW-3 Bijoy 'Laik. So also in ECL service card (Ext. M-2) 
the same year of birth is noted. This also bears his signa¬ 
ture. These records of the management are supported bv 
medical evidence, When the concerned workman raised 
the present dispute about his age after 35 years of his ap¬ 
pointment in service, a medical board (that is Age Detcr- 
n/nation Committee) consisting of Dr. Bhaskar Basil 
(MW-1). Dr. Tapan Biswas, Dr. P. K. Mullick was consti¬ 
tuted to assess his age. On 28 June 1979, that board assess, 
cd his age then to be about 58 years (Vide Ext. M-9), But 
the concerned workman was not satisfied with that. Even 
after his retirement on 27-6-81 another medical, board con‘ist- 
ing of Dr, M. N. Mukherjrc. Dr. M. S. Laha and two 
officers of the company assessed his age oil 30 June 1981 
to be abovg_ 60 years. The argument of the concerned work- 
iron is that not one the doctors was a specialist. To 
Dr. M. N- Mulrfierjcc a fantastic suggestion was made in 
cross-examination that he was not in the medical board. 
The suggestion was denied and in mv opinion rightly. There 
is no reason as to why Dr. M, N. Mukherjee will tell a lie. 
I believe hirp. It was also suggested to hitr* that he was 
influenced by the officers. I do not believe this unfounded 
suggestion. The fact that none of the doctors was specialist 
cannot mean that their estimate of age should be rei-cted. 
In mv opinion the evidence of the two doctors is reliable. 
The medical evidence (M/s 1 and 2) coupled with the 
aforesaid documentary evidence (Ext* M3. M5 M2 and M4) 
establishes that he was born in 1920 and so he was rightly 
superannuated with effect from 27 lune 1981. lie manage¬ 
ment has also relied on Ext. M-l tin- service card of A, K, 
Ohatterjee issued by the Methani Colliery in 1967. He 
brought the service card from Sodemtr Sub-area on his 
transfer (See MW-3). The vent of birth is (920 in Ext, 
M-l but there is overwriting and it rrav be read as 1930 or 
1920 due to over.writing T would therefore exclude it fron> 
consideration. 

4. All the above evidence adduced on behalf of the 
management are sought to be thrown out bv the concerned 
workman o.n the basis of an entry in Admission Register of 
Ambica Charan School in which the date of biith of the 
concerned workman is 23 November 1923, The relevent 
entry is No. 264 in respect of A. K. Chatteriee (Ext, W-l). 
This entry is purported to bb signed bv tile Headmaster of 
the School at the time of admission of A. K. Chatteriee in 
the veer 1929. No competent man has come to Prove this 
entry. WW-1, M, Ghosh who w* not even born at that 
pe has come to prove it. Exts. W-2 and W-3 are of no 
use to the concerned workman. Ext. W-2 dated 25.2-81 
purports to be a certificate issued bv the Headmaster of the 
said school saying that in the admission register the date of 
birth is 23 November 1923. I do not understand what 
purpose it serves when the Admission Register itself has been 
filed. Similarly Ext. W-3 dated 20 December 1972 savs that 
the date of birth as recorded in the Admission Register is 
23 November 1923. Thus it proves nothing. The entry 
in the Admission regisfc- indicates tb-'t A K. Chatteriee left 
'V ’•chool in 1934. That school leaving certificate has 
not been filed. It is to be noticed that A. C, School, the 
place of residence of A. K.Chatterjee and hi s place of em- 
n’oymcnt tyas in the same locality, if so, what prevented 
Mr, A. K, Chatteriee to give his correct date of birth 
to the Eauitablc Con’ Com-any at the time of his appoint¬ 
ment in 1940 or 194.1 ? furthermore it is Pot clear as to 


why it occurred to, Sri A. K. Chatteriee to obluin a certi- 
cato (Ext. W.3) in December 1972 onlv a month prior to 
.He takeover for the purpose of showing his date of birth 
as 23 November 1923. In the circumstances I am not pre¬ 
pared to rely oh the Admission Register. 

5. It was urged on behalf of the concerned workman 
that the identity card (Ext. W-4) of Methani Colliery of 
Equitable Coal Company showed his date ot birth as 
23-11-1923. It appears that the dispute was raised before 
the ALC(C), Asaasol only on the basis of the School 
certificate and this goes to slww that Ext. W-4 was not 
then in existence and that 4 was brought in existence later 
on for the purposes of this case. The bonus card which is a 
part of Ext. W-4 shows that originally the nanw of the worker 
was "Basudeb” which was cut through and then the name of 
A. K. Chatterjee was inserted. Ext. W-4 by itseif does not 
show whethc r it Is Identity card or service card. No com- 
. etent person ha s proved it. The concerned workman Mr. 
A. K. Chatterjee has examined himself as WW-2. His evi¬ 
dence is that it has been signed bv the Welfare Officer but he 
cannot say his name. The signature of Welfare Officer has 
not been proved. WW-2 docs not say in his evidence as to 
when this card was issued to him by the Methani colliery. 
Ext W-4, I think, is a suspicious document and it cannot be 
relied upon. Ext. W-5 is a letter by A. K. Chatterjee to 
S. A. M. Chinakuri Group dated 10th July, 1975 saying 
that he was enclosing a copy of the school leaving certificate 
regarding his date of birth. Ext. .W-6 is another letter of A.K. 
Chatterjee dated 23-3-81 to the Agent, Sodcpur Colliery not 
to superannuate him with effect from 27-6-81. Ext. W-7 
is his representation to AJLC(C), Asansol dated 21-4-81 rais¬ 
ing dispute. Ext W-8 is the failure report. Ext W-9 is th« 
circular dated 31st October, 1981 regarding the procedure for 
determining the age of an employee. Ext W-10 is a memo¬ 
randum of settlement dated 27th November, 1968 between 
the quondam employer and the union of workmen. These 
documents obviously do not prove the date of birth, It is 
clear from the above that only two documents vix. the Admi¬ 
ssion Register (Ext W-l) and the so-called identity card 
(Ext W-4) have been strongly relied upon by the concerned 
workman but none of them is reliable for the reasons already 
given by me above. 

6 . The management has cited some decisions to show that 
if a workman gives his age at the time of employment, ho 
is bound by it. Some decision has also been , cited by trie 
concerned workman to show as to what value should be given 
to medical evidence. As I have decided the issue of age 
on merit of the evidence on record, it is not necessary to 
discuss those decisions. Every case has to be decided on its own 
facts and circumstances. 

7. Another point raised on behalf of the management is 
that the present dispute was raised on 21st April, 1981 prior 
to the actual termination of service by superannuation on 
27th June, 1981 and hence there was no cause of action 
under Section 2A of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 and ' 
so the reference is not maintainable. Reliance has been placed 
on Swapan Das Gupta v 1st Labour Court, West Bengal, 
1976 Lab IC 202 (Cal.), In the view which T have taken 
above, it is not necessary to decide this point relating to the 
maintainability of the reference and I do not decide it. 

8. In sum, my concluded award is that the action of the 
Agent, Seetaipur colliery of Messrs Eastern Coalfields Ltd. In 
superannuating Sri A, K. Chatterjee with effect from 27th June, 
1981 is justified. It follows that the concerned workman is 
not entitled to any relief.

4. In the above circumstances, the proper award to be 
passed should he a 'no dispute’ award.

Dispuies Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), the Central Government 
hereby publishes the following award of the Central Govern¬ 
ment Industrial Tribunal No. 1, Dhanbad in the Industrial 
dispute between the employers in relation to the management 
Dugda Coal Wnshery of Steel Authority of India Limited 
Post Office Dugda, District Giridih and their workmen, 
which was received by the Central Government on the 24th 
August, 1983.

AWARD 

By Order No. L-20012(155V81-D.ITI(A) dated the 21st 
August, 1981, the Central Government in the Ministry of 
labour has, in exercise of the powers conferred bv clause hi) 
of sub-section (1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947. referred the following dispute to this Tribunal for 
adjudication. 

“Whether the demand of the workmen of Dugda. Coal 
Washerv of Messrs Steel Authority of India Limited 
Post Office Dudaff. District Giridih. that Shrimati 
Annama A. T. Senior Staff Nurse should be up¬ 
graded to the post of Sister Tncharge/Ward Sister 
with retrospective effect and also that she should 
not be disturbed from her present place of nos t: n~ 
till her uparadntion is justified 7 If so, to what rel ef 
is she entitled ?’’ 

2. The parties have filed their written statements and re¬ 
joinders setting forth their respective cases, but regard being 


had to the nature of the award that I propose to make in this 
case it is not necessary to state the same in any detail and 
suffice it to say that the concerned workman, Smt, Annamma 
A. T,. is one of the two Senior Staff Nurses posted at Dugda 
Coal Washery Hospital, the other Senior Staff Nurse, being 
Smt. N, Hansdak, and the demand of the sponsoring mlion, 
the Coal Waffiery Shramik Sangh, is that the concerned 
workman, Smt. Annamma A.T., Senior Staff Nurse, should be 
upgraded to the post of Sister lncharge Ward Sister with 
retrospective effect and she should not be disturbed from 
her present post till her upgradalion and that she should be 
paid the difference of wages and other benefits from 15-8-72 
since when she has been working as indoor incharge or 
fullledgcd ten bedded Dugda Coal Washery Hospital, whereas 
the case of the mangement Is that as per joint study con¬ 
ducted by the management along with the representative of 
the Coal Washery Workers Union it has been found that the 
post of the Iwo Senior Staff Nurses who are presently in 
S-6 Grade might be upgraded to S-7 Grade, and the manage¬ 
ment has, therefore, taken action for upgradalion of both 
the Senior Staff Nurses from their present Grade S-6 to Grade 
S-7 and necessary action is in progress as per promotion 
policy of the company, and the demand of the sponsoring 
union that the concerned workman Smt. Annamma A.T, 
Senior Staff Nurse, should be upgraded to the post of Sister 
Incharge/Ward Sister with retrospective effect or that nhe 
should be given the so called difference of wages and other 
benefits with effect from 15-8-72 is wholly unjustified as no 
such post of Sister Incharge/Ward Sister exisis in Dugda 
Coal Washery Hospital. 


3, Regard being had to the frame of the dispute and the 
demand of the workmen referred for adjudication, which has 
been quoated above, the sponsoring union was required to 
lead evidence in this case on behalf of the concerned work¬ 
man, Smt. Annamma A.T., Senior Staff Nurse, to justify the 
demand. But on 13-6-83, which was one of the dates fixed 
for hearing, Sri B. Lai, Advocate, appearing on behalf of the 
sponsoring union, informed that some negotiation for settle¬ 
ment of the dispute had been initiated in this case and he 
prayed for about six weeks time for finalisation of the settle¬ 
ment on which, with the consent of Sri B'. Lai, Adovate, appeal¬ 
ing for the sponsoring union and Sri R. 'S. Murty, Advocate, 
appearing for the management, the case was adjourned to 
12-8-83 for filing settlement or for hearing in case no settlement 
was filed. On 12-8-83 Sri R. S. Murthy, Advocate, was present 
on behalf of the management and Sri B. Lai, Advocate, was 
present on behalf of the sponsoring union, but on that date nei¬ 
ther any settlement had been filed nor any step had been taken 
on behalf of the sponsoring union who was to lead evidence in 
tbis case nor any witness was present on its behalf. Sri R. S. 
Murty, Advocate, appearing for the management, however, 
informed that the concerned workman, Smt, Annamma A.T., 
Senior Staff Nurse, had already been promoted from Grade 
S-6 to Grade S-7 with retrospective effect from 15-7-1979 
whereupon Sri B. Lai, Advocate, appearing on behalf of the 
sponsoring union, also submitted that that was also his 
information. Since, however, Sri R. S. Murthy, Advocate, 
appearing for the management, had not on that date a copy of 
the order by which Smt, Annamma A.T., had been promoted 
from Grade S-6 to Grade S-7 vfith retrospective effect from 
15-7-1979, he prayed for time til] 16-8-83 for producing the 
same. In the circumstance the case was adioumed to 16-8-83 
for leading evidence on behalf of the maangement in case 
no evidence was led even on that date on behalf of the 
sponsoring union. On 16-8-83 nobody appeared on behalf 
of the sponsoring union nor any step had been taken on its 
behalf though Sri R, S. Murthy, Advocate, was present with his 
witness. C. K. Jorge, who was accordingly examined in chief 
as MW-1 and was discharged who had also proved an Office 
Order No. Pers-I(3)/4582-M89 dated 18/20-8-1982 (Ext.M-1) 
issued by (he Personnel Manager of the Central Coal Wa ihc- 
ries Organisation of the Steel Authority of India Limited 
during the pendency of the present reference. 

4. C. K. Jorge, MW-1, is a Confidential Assistant in Dugda 
Coal Washerv since 1979. He has deposed that by the afore¬ 
said Office Order dated 18/20-8-1982 (Ext. M-l) the concerned 
workman, Smt, Annamma A.T., Senior Staff Nurse. Dugda 
Coal Washierv Hospital, who was in Grade S-6, has been 
promoted to Grade S-7 with effect from 15-7-79 hut financial 
benefit has been given to her with effect from 1-12-80 as per 
tri partite agreement dated 4-5-1981 arrived at between the 
management and the Coal Washeries Workers Union and 
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even after her promotion to Grade-S-7 she is working in the 
same Hospital where she is required to attend out door duties 
for six months and indoor duties for six months in relation 
with another Senior Staff Nurse. Smt. Hansdak, who too has 
been promoted from Grade S-6 to Grade S-7 with effect 
from 1-9-80 and financial benefit xvith effect from 1-2-80 
under the same Office Order dated 18/20-8-82 (Ext. M-l) 
which has been implemented in full and that the concerned 
workman, Smt, Annamma A.T.. is not entitled to any other 
relief. A perusal of the aforesaid Office Order dated 18/20-8-82 
(Ext. M-l) also shows that the concerned workman, 
Smt. Annamma A.T., Senior Staff Nurse, Dugda, had been 
promoted to the post of Senior Staff Nurse in the scale of 
Rs. 590-27-779-30-989 (S-7) and she had been put on probation 
for a period of one year and had been allowed notional, 
seniority and fixation with effect from 15-7-79 but financial 
benefit with effect from 1-12-80 as per the tri-partite agree¬ 
ment dated 4-5-1981 arrived at between the management and 
the Coal Washeries Workers Union and likewise Smt. N. 
Hansdak, another Senior Staff Nurse, Dugda, had also been 
promoted to the post of Senior Slaff Nurse in the same pay 
scale and she too had been put on probation for a period 


of one year and had been allowed notional seniority am 
fixation with effect from 1-9-80, but financial benefit with 
effect from 1-12-80 as per the same tri-partite agreement, and 
they were both posted at Dugda itself and their pay was 
directed to be fixed as per the rules of the company. 

5, Since no evidence has been led on behalf of Ihe sponsor¬ 
ing union and the aforesaid evidence led on behalf of the 
management is ex-parte, it is held that the concerned work¬ 
man, Smt. Annamma A.T., is not entitle! to any relief beyond 
what she has been already giten by the management under the 
aforesaid Office Order No, Pers-l(3)45/82-3189 dated 
1RJ20-8-1982 (Ext. M-l) issued by the Personnel Manager, 
Central Coal-Washeries Organi:ation of the Steel Authority 
of India Limited during the pendency of the present reference 
and the award is made accordingly. In the circumstance of 
the case there will be no order as to coat.
